The last v erse of chapter x ix , with 
the last v erse of this lesson (16), can­ 
not bu t su g g est a v ital connection be­ 
tw een the two. 
It is a record of serv ­ 
ice and rew ard, bu t there can be no 
serv ice u ntil there is salv ation, for 
they that are in the flesh cannot please 
God, and those who are u nsav ed are 
said to be in the flesh and not in the 
Spirit (Rom. v iii, 7-9 ). 
Israel cou ld not 
serv e the Lord till they w ere redeem ed 
from E g y pt; therefore the Lord’s m es­ 
sag e to Pharaoh was, “ Let my son g o, 
th a t he m ay serv e me" (Ex . iv , 22, 23). 
T here is no u se talking of doing u ntil 
w e hav e been born from abov e and 
hav e thu s become children of God and 
heirs of the king dom , bu t then w e are 
ex pected to be laborers, and who can 
estim ate the honor of being “laborers 
w ith God?”

Madrizists Ready to End Long 


W ashing ton, Au g , 12.— M odeste B ar­ 
rios and Sebastian Salinas, special en­ 
v oy s to th e U nited S tates from the 
M adriz faction in N icarag u a, appeared 
at the state departm ent seeking peace 
betw een the U nited S tates and the de 
facto 
g ov ernm ent 
they 
represent. 
T heir credentials w ere accepted and 
they w ere g iv en an au dience w ith Act­ 
ing S ecretary of S tate W ilson today . 
The env oy s come w ith au thority from 
M adriz to neg otiate for the establish­ 
m ent of peace and a constitu tional and 
stable g ov ernm ent in N icarag u a. W hile 
both env oy s declined to state whether 
the letters they presented co nta ined 
any peace proposals, it is kno wn tha t 
they hav e been au thorized to ma ke a r­ 
rang em ents with W ashing ton for th e 
adju stm ent of political trou bles in Nic­ 
arag u a on a basis honorable to all the 
parties in interest. 
It is u nderstood 
th a t M adriz is willing to su bm it the 
qu estion of the presidency to a free 
and fair election by the people w ith 
him self and E strada elim inated as can­ 
didates. 
T here is au thority for the 
statem ent th at M adriz is prepared to 
ag ree to any reasonable plan for res­ 
toration of peace and order.

Escaped From U. S. Army and Was 


Converted to Christian Faith 


By a Little Girl. 


A story that carries with it an y­ 
thin g hut pleasan t details was told 
by Tahan , the white sav ages, Chris­ 
tian min ister, In dian soldier-scoutan d 


the In dian war chief an d rfepred by 
him. 
It was n ot un til heVwas ten 
years old, when the Un ited States 
army raided their camp an d captur­ 
ed them that he learn ed that he was 
n ot a real In dian an d had n o paren ts. 
The In dian related how 
he 
was 
brought up an d train ed by the In ­ 
dian war chief to become a brav eJ 
warrior; how he Was taught to ride, 
shoot an d fight; 
how he was taught 
the lesson s of life in the rude man ­ 
n er in which the In dian s had* Tahan 
took occasion to say th at the white 
man is respon sible for the degraded 
con dition of the oppressed race to­ 
day. 
He says 
that they 
kn ew n o 
weaken ed bodies, n o feeble min ds n or 
deprav ed morals 
The In dian is of 
the belief that the stan dard of mor­ 
ality amon g the In dian s, before the 
white man made in roads upon them, 
was much higher 
than it is at the 
presen t day writh the high stan dards 
of civ ilization . 
He chose to 
use 
some v ery sarcastic terms in regard 
to the presen t day civ ilization , which 
might possibly he resen ted. 
Tahan related an in terestin g story 
of his v aried career after he was 
taken captiv e by the Un ited States 
soldiers. 
He was fin ally persuaded 
to en list in 
the U. S. army 
as a 
scout for a period of fiv e years. 
At 
the en d of two an d on e-half years, 
he, with two other soldiers, deserted 
because a lieuten an t struck him ov er 
the back when he refused to shin e the 
superior’s shoes. 
He an d his com­ 
rades were free for a time but were 
taken prison ers after a bluff at a 
fight an d he, the In dian , was sen ten c­ 
ed to death. 
A higher officer in ter­ 
fered an d lie was pardon ed on ly to 
be placed in chain s. 
The remain in g part ■ >t* his life# a f­ 
ter he escaped from the army the
